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NENA BOARD OF DIRECTORS AND GENERAL MEETING 


The NENA General Meeting held at The Center of New Hampshire Holiday 
Inn in Manchester, New Hampshire on November 12, 1988 was called to 
order at 1:20 p.m. by Jim Rolston. There were 26 members and guests 
present at the meeting. 

A moment of silence was observed in memory of Eliott Goldberg, late 
Executive Secretary of NENA, and other members of the organization who 
have passed away. Jim Rolston spoke to the group about the reasons 
for the cancellation of the 1988 Conference. Jim spoke of the 
possibility of moving to a two-day show, and the lack of response from 
the dealers who had been sent applications for the Bourse. A letter 
was read from John Pittman who stated his belief that annual dues do 
not subsidize annual conventions, but successful shows are necessary 
to fund the operations of numismatic hobby groups. He spoke of 
several other conventions cancelled recently by regional 
organizations. Jim Rolston said that he had received several 
constructive and supportive letters from NENA members after the 
announcement that the conference had been cancelled. Ralph Langham, 
1989 Conference Chairman, spoke to the group about the fact that the 
numismatic hobby is in trouble. Herman Krajewski observed that the 
prices for bourse tables are too high for many dealers to commit to a 
three day show. After some discussion by the group of moving to a two 
day show, Walter Riley observed that NENA may have to change future 
practice and perhaps move to a location not in a major city because of 
the costs. Ralph Langham told the group that he is looking at the 
second weekend in November for the 1989 Conference. 

The general meeting adjourned at 2:30 p.m. and the Board Meeting 
commenced. The board members present were Jim Rolston, James Clapp, 
Ralph Langham, Paul White, Carol Goldberg, John Mullen, Beth Rolston, 
Larry Gentile and Mary Mullen. 

The minutes of the September meeting were accepted as presented. John 
Mullen read the Treasurer's report. Jim Rolston spoke about the 
vacancies created on the Board by the need to replace those Directors 
who have been unable to attend recent meetings. He noted that the 
unexpired term of the Executive Secretary had to be filled, as well as 
the positions of Robert and Cheryl Maisch who have moved to New 
Jersey. Jan Dyroff and Jack Kiley agreed to assume the position of 
Directors for NENA, and further nominations for the other positions 
were solicited from the floor. Since both Carol Goldberg and John 
Mullen expressed their desire to assume the position of Executive 
Secretary, an election was held by all members present. John Mullen 
was elected Executive Secretary. Paul White was asked by the Board to 
become Treasurer and he accepted the position.

Governors.

TITVS Flavius Sabinus Vespasianus II, 
The 11 th Caesar and 1 Oth Emperor of Rome. 
79-81 AD 



Named for his father, Emperor Vespasian, and designated the Imperial 
successor, Titus assumed the Augustan purple upon Vespasian’s death in 79 
AD. His brother, Domitian, reluctantly remained as “Caesar,” his titles 
unchanged from those already granted by his father. 

Titus, a very popular and capable Roman hero, was acclaimed as Emperor 
by both the Patricians and the Commons with sincere joy and a dark cloud of 
sorrow enveloped Rome upon his premature death in 81, after a rule of barely 
two years. Only the Jews, to whom Titus was the destroyer of the 2nd 
Temple, and his brother Domitian, who succeeded him, wept not' 

The coin of Titus illustrated is a bronze Dupondius. It bears on the obverse 
his portrait wearing a radiate crown, the symbol adopted by the Imperial 
mints to indicate a double denomination, a Dupondius being equated to two 
Asses, or units. The inscription reads: 

Titus* CAESar* VESPASIANus* theIMPerator, 
the Pontifex, the holder of TRibunitian Power and 
the COnSul for the II time. 

The reverse depicts the Goddess Roma, clad in military dress, seated upon 
some captured armor and holding the tall sceptre of Imperial power as well as 
a winged Victory who reaches out to crown her. The coin is dedicated to: 
ROMA the VICTRIX by the Senatorial Consent 

This recalls the Roman Victory of Titus in overcoming the Jewish Revolt of 
66 - 70 AD. 

His popular two year reign at Rome is dismissed by Mattingly in but few 
words: 


“Titus succeeded his father in 79 without question, Domitian claimed that 
he should hgve been partner in the Empire, and it looked as if a party 
supporting him made trouble for Titus. The quarrel was patched up but Titus 
never made his brother his colleague and Domitian continued to feel aggrieved 
“Titus’s short reign was marked by two natural disasters - the eruption of 
Vesuvius and a great fire at Rome. Abroad all was quiet, except that the 
advance in Britain, already begun under Vespasian, was pressed forward. 

“Could Titus have retained his good intentions and his popularity through 
a long reign? He was very much inclined to waste money -and that is the 
shortest way to ruin. As it was, he died within two years and Domitian 
succeeded him.”

When you wish to mail items of value such as coins, tokens or paper 
money, the U.S. Postal Service offers three ways of mailing which give your 
valuables extra protection; Insured Mail, Registered Mail or Express Mail. 
Each of these methods requires the completion of a form which is available at 
every Post Office. 

Insured mail provides reimbursement up to $500 for an article which is lost 
or damaged while in postal custody. Insured mail is available for Fourth and 
Third Class rate mail and also for merchandise mailed at First-Class Mail® 
or Priority Mail™ rates. Reimbursement for insured mail is limited to the 
actual value of the item, less depreciatioa Payments for sentimental or 
consequential losses will not be paid Rates start at .70 for the first $50 and 
increase up to $5.00 for $500 coverage. Postage fees are additional. 

Registered mail provides the maximum amount of protection for your 
items. For an additional fee, insurance up to $25,000 may be purchased 
Insurance from other sources should be obtained if you wish full coverage for 
items valued over $25,000. For an additional .90 fee, a return receipt 
showing proof of delivery may be obtained Only items mailed at First-Class 
or Priority rates may be registered and an inquiry to your local Post Office 
regarding packaging requirements should be made before wrapping. Padded 
bags cannot be registered 

Express Mail® provides an overnight delivery to most points in the U. S. A. 
with up to $500 insurance coverage. Rates start at $8.75 for up to Vi pound 
and increase upward depending on weight Delivery on Sundays or holidays 
is provided at no extra charge. Currency and bullion will only be covered up to 
$15.00. 

No matter which mailing method is selected it is most important to 
package your valuables securely. Never place a coin loose in a paper 
envelope as it will travel through numerous mechanical, canceling and sorting 
machines on its way to its destinatioa Valuables should be packed securely 
to prevent rubbing while in transit and “ scotch tape” or masking tape should 
never be used to seal the packaging as it does not hold up well while traveling 
through the postal system. 

Certified mail has not been mentioned as only items with no intrinsic value 
such as letters, files, records, etc. that are sent First Class or Priority rate may 
be certified Certified Mail provides a written record of delivery but provides 
no insurance coverage for items that may be lost or damaged The fee for 
Certified is 85 cents plus postage with a return receipt showing to whom and 
when delivery is made for an additional 90 cents.

NENA BOARD OF DIRECTORS MEETING 


The NENA Board of Directors meeting held on May 6, 1989, at the 

Sheraton Sturbridge Conference Center in Sturbridge, Massachusetts, 
was called to order at 10:25 a.m. by John Mullen. Those present were 
James Rolston, John Mullen, Paul White, James Clapp, John Kiley, John 
Kittredge, Ralph Langham, Ed Doran, and Mary Mullen. Also present 
were Alice White and Les Durgy. 

The secretary's report of the April 1, 1989 meeting was accepted as 
presented. Paul White read the treasurer's report to the Board. 

John Kiley told the Board that he is organizing information about the 
NENA library and will be reporting on the books and resources 
available in a future NENA News. John Mullen told the Board that, as 
voted by the Board at the April meeting, he had written a letter to 
ANA endorsing the candidacy of five NENA members for positions on the 
ANA Board of Governors. 

It was unanimously voted by the Board that the 1990 NENA Conference be 
held in Worcester, MAssachusetts, under the sponsorship of the 
Worcester Numismatic Society. 

Ralph Langham presented a report on the progress of the 1989 
Conference. He said that bourse applications had been mailed, and 
there had been a modest response to date but he expected more 
applications to be returned shortly. Ralph suggested that NENA set up 
a permanent checking account, with the Treasurer as one signer, to be 
used each year for the Conference funds. The Board voted to do so. 

Ralph presented a proposed design for the 1989 Conference medal. 

There were some questions raised by the Board as to the proprietorship 
of the design since it had been submitted on behalf of the Medallic 
Art mint in Danbury. Les Durgy, a member of the 1989 Conference 
committee, suggested a design for the medal which focused on Danbury's 
history as "The Hat City of America". The Board expressed concern 
about the status of the 1989 medal because no firm quote on 
prices had been offered by Medallic Art which is located in Danbury 
and had expressed interest in striking the medal. It was recommended that 
Ralph Langham and/or Les Durgy obtain a firm proposal from that mint based 
on producing 100 silver, 250 bronze, and 50 uniface medals, with the 
die costs and any ancillary costs to be clearly defined. The Board 
authorized John Mullen to approach V.H. Blackinton, the mint that had 
produced our recent NENA medals, for a quote based on the same 
criteria. 

Ralph Langham announced that the YN program at the Conference will be 
supported by the Putnam Coin Club. There are plans for widespread 
publicity for the YN program. 

After discussion of other outstanding issued, the Board adjourned at 
1:15 p.m. The next meeting of the Board will be held either July 8 or 
July 15 at the Danbury Holiday Inn, the site of the 1989 Conference. 

Ralph Langham will make arrangements for the meeting, which will 
begin at 1:00 p.m.

JULIUS CAESAR Imperator 
b. 100 BC-d. 44 BC 



The Roman Emperors of the first century AD (CE) were Augustus, 
Tiberius, Caligula, Claudius, Nero, Calba, Otho, Vitellius, 
Vespasian, Titus and Domitian. They comprise eleven of the 
"Twelve Caesars." The first "Caesar" was the founder of that 
Imperial dynasty, Julius,who lived from 100-44BC (BCE). It 
was he who laid the groundwork which brought about the gradual 
transformation of the “Roman Republic" into the "Roman Empire." 
His name of CAESAR became a title for all subsequent Roman and 
Byzantine Emperors. It was passed on to the Kaisars of Austria 
and Germany, to the Tsars of Russia and Bulgaria, to the Shahs 
of Persia and India. 

The coin illustrated is a silver denarius, or penny, actually 
about the size of a dime. It was struck for Julius Caesar in 
44BC, the year of his assassination. 

On the obverse is a portrait of this first "Caesar", laureate 
and veiled, behind his head, an auger's cap and below his chin, 
and auger's staff, all symbolic of his office as "Pontifex 
Maximus." It is inscribed, CAESAR PARENS PATRIAE;(Caesar, the 
Father of his Country). 

On the reverse is the name and office of the Moneyer responsible 
for the issue of this coin, C. COSSVTIVS MARIDIANVS A (ere) 
A(rgento) A(uro) F(lando) F(eriundo); (The official Moneyer for 
striking bronze, silver and gold planchets). 

The issues of 44BC are the first official Roman Coins to proclaim 
the portrait they bear that of a living Roman. 

Since Harold Mattingly in his brief history of the Roman Emperors 
just mentions Julius Caesar,the first CAESAR, as one of the 
principal figures "moving down the slippery path towards 
personal rule," the following outline of his significant impact 
upon the birth of the Roman Empire has been attempted. 

Born on July 12, 100BC, Julius Caesar entered into a patrician 
family closely connected with the popular party at Rome. His 
aunt Julia was the wife of the great Marius and he himself, 
at 17, was married to the daughter of Cinna, a devoted Marian. 
Consequently, with the triumph of Sulla and the aristocratic 
party in 82BC., Caesar was proscribed and fled to Asia where he 
joined the Roman soldiers in their capture of the city of 
My tilene. 



After the death of Sulla in 78BC., Caesar returned to Rome and 
entered the political arena. There he directed his efforts to 
aquire the favor of the populace who raised him to the high 
offices of the state. Finally in 59BC., he was elected 
Pontifex Maximus and Consul. Having formed with Pompey, 
a disgruntled aristocratic general, and Crassus, a most wealthy 
citzen, a coalition known as the "First Triumvirate, 

Caesar now controlled effectively all political activities at 
Rome. He chose for himself the Proconsular Provinces of 
Gaul and Illyria where he spent the years 58-50BC in almost 
continuous and successful campaigning his records of which are 
familiar to every latin school boy. 

Meanwhile, the "First Triumvirate" dissolved. Crassus was killed 
in an abortive campaign against Pathia, Caesa's daughter, whom 
he had married to Pompey, died. These ties broken, Pompey 
deserted the absent Caesar to rejoin the aristocratic party. 

Left without support from the politicians at Rome, fearing 
for his life and fortune, Caesar crossed the Rubicon with 
his loyal troops, driving Pompey and his senatorial adherents 
out of Italy. Greece became the final battleground where 
Pompey was defeated at Pharsalus in 48BC. Caesar spent the 
next two years in Asia, Africa and Spain overcoming the remains 
of the Pompeian party. While in Egypt, he met Cleopatra who 
bore him his only son, Caesarion. 

Caesar returned to Rome the master of the Roman World. After 
a short period of supreme power, a successful conspiracy against 
his life was fostered by Brutus and Cassius. On the Ides of 
March 44BC. Caesar was assassinated. He left behind him his 
nephew and adopted heir, Octavian, later to be named "AVGVSTVS" 
and the 2nd CAESAR.

ALL MEMBERS OF THE NEW ENGLAND NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION ARE INVITED TO 
PARTICIPATE AS EXHIBITORS AT THE ANNUAL CONFERENCE. 

PART 1 - EXHIBIT RULES 

The New England Numismatic Association reserves the right to accept or 
reject any exhibit. An official application form must be submitted to 
the Exhibit Chairman of the Conference. 

Exhibits are divided into threee (3) groups: 

A. Competitive Exhibits - NENA members 18 years of age or older. 

B. Non-competitive Exhibits 

C. Competitive Junior Exhibits - NENA members under 18. 

Each exhibitor may enter only one exhibit in Group A and/or Group C. 
The applicant will designate the exhibit classification; however, the 
Exhibit Chairman, after conference with the exhibitor, may transfer 
the exhibit to the proper classification. 

Exhibitors shall not violate any government regulation or display 
forged, spurious, or counterfeit material unless displayed in Group B 
for educational purposes and so identified. 

The identity of the exhibitor will not appear in the exhibit. Each 
exhibitor will place his own exhibit and all exhibited material must 
be the personal property of the exhibitor. Exhibitors will not be in 
the exhibit area during judging. Cases on display shall not be opened 
at any time during the Conference. 

Exhibitors may not enter the same exhibit that has been judged and 
awarded a First Place in a previous NENA Conference as a competetive 
exhibit. The same material may be re-exhibited provided it has been 
completely changed in nature from a previous competitive exhibit. 

Each exhibitor will be limited to no more than three (3) cases. NENA 
will provide one (1) case when requested with the application. 

Any person who is a NENA member in good standing and who submits an 
application to exhibit by the stated deadline will be eligible to 
exhibit. 

The Conference, the Conference Committee members, the Host Clubs, and 
the New England Numismatic Association, Inc., and/or the Hotel shall 
not be responsible for any loss, damage or injury that may occur to 
exhibitors or their property from any cause whatsoever, prior, during 
or subsequent to the period of the Conference, and the exhibitor 
expressly releases the above named entities from, and agrees to 
indemnify same against, any and all claims from such loss, damage or 
injury. 

The Exhibitor agrees to abide by all rules and regulations of the 
Hotel and the Conference. These conditions shall not be varied.
